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Surveyors Report 


This survey was conducted pursuant to the requirements outlined 
in Title 865, Chapter 12, Sections 1 through 12, of the Indiana 
Administrative Code, and procedures recommended by the United 
States Public Land Survey (Bureau of Land Management). 

Because of the several property location problems situated in 
Section 22, T. 10 N., R. 1 E., and the lack of interior monumentation, 
a complete survey of the whole area had to be performed. 

One problem existed along the west line of said Section 22 was a 
matter of location. This situation was easily resolved because four (4) 
stones were found on the west section line. The only one missing was 
the west quarter corner which was readily located along with a state 
property corner. 

The problem that caused a great deal of effort was to locate the 
Northwest corner of the Southwest quarter of the Northeast quarter of 
said Section 22. The State of Indiana Deed (DR. 81, p. 181) and 
several other documents use this point for their descriptive “point of 
beginning.” However a diligent search of the area revealed that no 
physical corner existed. 

Inspection of recent surveys called for this corner, but no point 
was ever established. The only way this corner and subsequent 
points could be set would be first to establish the quarter corners and 
then the center of section. Only then could the interior corners be 
set. 

After the interior corners were established, the Southwest quarter 
of the Northeast quarter was then divided into east and west halves. 

In this sectional subdivision, only the Southwest corner of the 
Northeast quarter was in place. This position was marked by a stone 
(Edmund Farkas survey for Lieberman, DR. 400, p. 149, and others). 
This stone had since been removed but replaced with a Number 5 
rebar and D.N.R. cap with the assistance of references from the 


Monroe County Surveyor’s Office. (The hole was still in the ground) 
This point was held authentic along with the four found section corner 
stones and found South quarter section corner stone. All other 
corners in this section were calculated based on these found stones. 

The stone marking the Southwest corner of Section 22 was 
apparently missed by the Farkas Survey Crew (May 27, 1982). This 
stone was flush to the ground and difficult to observe. Apparently the 
field crew extended a line from the South quarter stone on a magnetic 
east bearing to the East section line and marked the intersection with 
a one half inch rebar calling it the Southeast section corner. This 
mistaken corner measures 74.15 feet north of the found corner stone. 
This 74.15 foot error was carried throughout the Farkas Survey. 

Other than this oversight our measurements were in very good 
agreement. 

After the Northwest corner of the Southeast Quarter of the 
Northeast quarter and said quarter quarter divided into east and west 
halves, The southeasterly line between the State and Liberman was 
determined. The point of beginning being, said Northwest corner. 
According to the State deed, this southeasterly line continued on to a 
point 20 rods west of the Southeast corner of said quarter quarter 
section. There are several vastly different dimensions describing this 
line. Examination of many deeds revealed this call had been copied 
from another unrelated description (in-the-office survey). The south 
quarter quarter line intercept, according to this survey was feet 

instead of 20 rods. 

Another inexact deed (DR. 69, p. 38, Riddle to Pontius) examined 
was misleading throughout. 

Very few fences in this section can be considered as line fences. 
Where found, exterior fences are close to being on line. Most interior 
fences are badly off line. 

The theoretical uncertainty of the measurements established by 
this survey is no greater than 0.3 foot for any call. The closeout error 
circumscribing the section was 0.12 feet. (Book 708, p.75)
